It is t 
in truth a magnificent pile of buildings, 
said to be unequalled by any thing of tha 
kind in Great Britain or perhaps in the 
world. It is almost as well known in the 
United S'ates, as it is in England,‘and any 
notire of it may seem to be superfluous. But 
should my letters embrace only what is 
new to our readers, they would be a.* la¬ 
conic as the correspondence between Sam 
Foote and hii mother; for I am treading at 
every mile a beaten track, over which tou¬ 
rist alter tourist from our country has trav¬ 
elled. ^m actually alraid to lonk at tha 
sketches of my predereaVor*, lest indolenca 
should lead roe into tempialion, or ihe pe¬ 
rusal uf otlier Journals disclose to me, how 
stale must be the materials of my own. 
Our readers must permit me to write, as 
if I were Ihe first traveller, instead of the 
last. They must expect ‘a buNliel of chaif 
to a kernel of wheal,’ in a series of sketch¬ 
es, written currente calamo, embracing to- 
I pics both new snd old. So here comes tha 
Liverpool Exchange, described perhaps for 
the fivehuodredth time. 

This beautiful edifice occupies three 
aide! of a square, which is 197 feet by 178, 
and paved with Hags.

ESSAY ON THE NATURAI, HISTO¬ 
RY OF THE MULE; St ITS VAL¬ 
UE FQU THE GENER AL PURPO¬ 
SES OF AGRICULTL’ilR LN COM¬ 
PARISON WITH HORSES. j 

Bt Govehnoii Wiii'iiir. 

To \he Honorable the Committee on Volun¬ 
teer Prtmivms. , 

Tiir. patriotic iiivifilion of the Honora¬ 
ble Robert Oliver, by his premium lor the 
“best Essay on the Natural History of the 
Mule; anil its value for the general piirpo- 
scti of agriculture iu comparison with (he 
Horse,” nas induced me to submit the fol¬ 
lowing Essay. 

Wlieilier the mule was created by the 
Great Creator, or procreaieil, from other 
animals, under the direction of man, is a 
subject necessarily involved in the consid¬ 
eration of the natural history of that ani¬ 
mal. 

Aristotle, Varro de re Rustica, Collum- 
ella, and Tlieophiaslus, tell us that in Phry¬ 
gia, Syria, Cappadocia and Africa, there 
were a sort of iquIeh that were prolific. 
Streno is ‘aid to have exainioed the organs 
of generation if the mule, and to have f mod 
the ova therein, and a sort of placenta a- 
bout them, which persuaded him, that mules 
might generate; but his obiervations are 
said tube fauciful, auil bis conclusions un¬ 
worthy 80 great a naturalist. IMiny relates, 
that the species of animals arc* to Africa 
various and changeable; iJinl the great scar 
city of water, hruugltt the beasts uf the 
forest to the pools to d.-ink, anJ i te males 
and females thus mi.xing, |iruduced uiinatu- 
jal love, so aatocieaie ihn prt-v-rb —'TLa* 
Africa was always producing siir.ic new 
monsters.’ But Dr. Sii^v in ids travels it 
Barbary, says (hat all tbirgs tiieie are t'le 
same as elsewhere, except the mule and 
the kutnzali, which are produced li on other 
animals und^r the direction of mon, and not 
properly left to themselves; .and '.hat there 
is little ground for the prorerb, ^'Semper 
aliqtiod Dovi Africam afferre.” 

The mule, in natural history, is railed a 
mongrel kind of quadruped, usnallti gen¬ 
erated between the ais and the insre, some¬ 
times between the horse and the she ass. 
They are said to be a kind of monster, and 
therefore do not breed, any thing in the sug¬ 
gestions of .Aristotle and the oihcr ancient 
writers on the subject to the contrary not- 
witliBlaiiiling. 

We find that the nnimals created by the 
great Creator, were dirtcied to increase 
and multiply in their hiiJ, and afterwartls 
we find il recorded that tne great Jehovah, 
renewed that injunciion, and made a cove¬ 
nant with Nooh and the anirnnls that were 
saved in the ark, that tiiey should never he 
destroyed by anulher fiord, and sealed (hat 
covenant with his rainbow. 

The preceding authorities and remarks, 
with the experience that we have had on llie 
subject, as to the mule’s breeding, must sat¬ 
isfy us that the taiule was not the work of 
the great Creator, and that his command 
to the animals of his crealion to increase 
and multiply, each in their kind, amounts 
to an affirmative pregnant—confirmed by the 
barrenness of the mule. 

Having thus presented the evidence of 
the non-creation of the mule, but of its 
procreation by the intervention of man, I 
shall proceed to ixamine i's attributes, the 
very name mule, and the proverb, "as stub¬ 
born as a mule,” go far to fix their outlines. 
Here permit me to remark, that sliould any 
gentlemen be of the opinion that the mule 
was an animal originally created by God, 
they will no doubt unite with tne in adinir- 
t ing the wisifom ef his providence, in pla¬ 
cing such an animal^ in such a cliine, with 
such a sui/, among such a rorc. But should 
they think, it i) not an animal originally 
created, apd can reconcile themselves to the 
viulalinn of the order of nature, and the 
unfitness of things, I am persuaded that the 
large mule, properly Irealetl, and correclly 
broke, might be v iluable in many important 
branches of agriculture; they may well be 
. compared with ihe common horse, and are 
at least as valuable. The small mule may 
be profitably used in a small plough, for hor¬ 
ticultural purposes, and if bred from the 
full bred mare, woulij be greatly improved. 
A mule of Mr. Sutton’s, bred front a full 
bred mare, took (he premium at (he Rustou 
Cattle Show, and was indeed a beautiful 
animal. The small mule, I ha\e observed, 
ia generally slow, and from its size appears 
to labour in the plough or cart, und as it 
advances in age becomes nore and more 
slow;—so that its reputed longevity, for 
which by many it ia prized, forms with me 
a strong objection, as the sooner we get 
rid of that which is of little or no value, the 
better. The Chinese law, which authoris¬ 
ed (he putting to death their children, might 
.more economically bare been exercised by 


article of long forage, is railier an objection, 
as the passing it through the animal ame¬ 
liorates the quality, & increases the quanti¬ 
ty of manure, und is much belter than when 
spread in its original state. As the quanti¬ 
ty of grain necessary for a work horse 
ought not to exceed tea quarts per day, the 
highest quantity given to a,j:ace liorse— 
there cannot be inucli saved with the mule, 
in my judgment. We are forbid to muz¬ 
zle the ox that treadeth out the corn, and 
I must enter my protest against starving 
the mule that inaketh the corn, it is a 
well known fact, that a lean horse performs 
better on the turf than a fat one, and I 
presume also iu the plough—as the same 
cause always produces the same effect. 

I’lace a pair of common horses in one 
plough, and a piHr of common mules in 
another, each of the ordinary quality of the 
liorse and the mule, and the weight and 
physical strength of the horse will soon test 
the preference of the horse by bis dispatch 
—besides the time saved of the driver, far 
exceeding the difference in their food. But 
as the proposition was no doubt intended 
to promote the interest of agriculture by its 
discussion, I will present to your view a 
pair ot full bred horses in the plough pres¬ 
sing forivard with eager volition, scarcely 
to be restrained by the happy, whistling 
ploughman, and compare them with the 
team of common mules, creeping on, the 
ploughman swearing, and with a mule goad 
furcing (hem along, but in a pace so slow, 
and will] u (uunteuance so rueful, that you 
would be led to believe he was a wretched 
convict, working iu a tread mill. 

That the large mule is preferable to the 
coinmou country horse, I am prepared to 
admit, and I have no doubt would sell for 
nearly double the price of (be country 
horse; but as I know the object of the hon- 
O'lrahlb mover of this proposition was inti 
•natelv connected with the best interests of 
agriculture, anil intended to elicit such a 
di8'*.UNsiun as was calculated tn promote 
thai intcre.st; in pursuance of that object, I 
shall attempt to prove, that as it is (be in¬ 
terest of tbe agriculturist to eflecC tbe high¬ 
est grade of perfection, iu every thing ne¬ 
cessary to agriculture—and as the labour 
saving machine is so correctly preferred, 
and profitably used, instead of Ihe modes it 
intended to correct, though in (be outset 
somewhat dearer. I am authorized, then, 
upon the same principle, to say, that a time¬ 
saving inachine is as much entitled to (he 
preference of the farmer, and as promotive 
of his interest, as the labour-saving machine. 

It ia, therefore, the duty of the agricul¬ 
turist, I know from experience, to use the 
full bred horse in his teams, whose superior 
worth, velocity and last, is so fully tested 
on (he turf, Dots any man doubt that the 
full bred horse, who can run four miles in 
eight minutes, wliich the country horse 
cannot run in sixteen, is not twice aa val¬ 
uable as the country horse? pariicularly in 
•atrip for a doctor or a mid-wife? 

If then the foot und bottom of (he full 
bred horse is so far beyond tlte country 
horse, is it not ihe duly of (he farmer to 
get tliat stock, although his origins! cost 
shall be double that of the country horse, 
which, not like the barren mule, but the 
self-sharpening plough, will continue its 
own stock, and preserve its own ■excellence? 

Having thus conipated (he horse and the 
mule, as to the direct pnrpo'esof Agricul¬ 
ture, I must call your attention to the com 
mon incidental duties of the fanner, in the 
performanre ot which the horse or mule 
inu^t be used. He uas tn go to church, 
court, mill, and market. The farmer may 
plant, but Jehovah must water. 1 will 
tlien, in a great drought, suppose two neigh¬ 
bouring farmers, equi-dislant from the 
church, both going to it to pray for roio— 
the one on horseback tbe other on a mule, 
Tbe one on horsebak arrives in time, and 
devoutly implores the great Ruler of the 
Universe to bless them with rain—the one 
on the mule arrives only lime enough to 
say Amen. But mark them on their re 
(urn—the one on horseback flies ahead of 
the dust, and reaches home time enough 
for a hot dinner—while the one on Ihe 
mule, if peradventure he is not sinutbcreil 
in the dust, keeps tlic family waiting, and 
gels home to "cat his mutton cold.’’ They 
set oDTuniill together, mounted, the one 
on hoiseback, (he other on the mule. The 
oue on horseback gets there £<. has his grain 
ground first, as (he miller’s'rote is, “ihe 
first come must be first served,” nod the 
one on horseback gets home lung before the 
one on the mule, and much time is savetl.J 
which Doctor Prauklio lias Ju*tly said is 
money. They set oft’ togetlier, mounted 
as before, to court, as jurymen. The one 
on horseback arrives in time to answer to 
bis name, the other docs not get in in lime 
to save his distance, and has-to pay the 
costs of an attachment. They sct'uQ' to 
market, mounted aa before—the one on 
hoiseback arrives in time to the first of the 
market, and gets the best price for his mar¬ 
ket stuIT—the other, all spattered to bis i 
koees, arrives at the fag-end of the marker, I 


and can hardly dispose of his market stuff 
at any price. 

I suggest tbe case of (he female part of 
the farmer’s family mounted oo mules, des¬ 
tined to church, court, mill, or market, 
merely to arrest so catastrophic ao occur- 
reoce, which 1 trust my well koown devo¬ 
tion to tbe sex will induce (hem to forgive 
—and for their relief remark, that the med¬ 
als of Julia Bud Agrippina show us that tbe 
equipages of ibe Roman ladies were drawn 
by mules, which is also the case with the 
princes of Spain. The princess of Dei>- 
mark are drawn by rein deer—the great 
Mogul by oxen. 

1 must DOW apologize to the horse, the 
noblest animal of creatinn, for iu any wise 
comparing tbe mule, a monster, with him, 
(hough we are allowed to compare small 
things with great. The master of Ibe horse, 
has described the fine horse, as possessed 
of the following noble propertie.". The 
breast, the hips, the mane of the woman, 
the counteoance, (be intrepidity and fire of 
the lion, the eye, the nostril and the joint of 
(be bullock, the nose, tbe geoilcness and 
tbe patience of the sheep, the strength, the 
constancy and tbe foot of (he mule; the 
head, the leg md the short hair of the deer; 
tbe throat, the ueck and the bearing of tbe 
wolf; the ear, tbe tail aud tlie (rut of the 
fox; tbe memory, (He sight and tbe turning 
of the serpent, the running, walking and 
the suppleness of (he cat. 

Tbe horse is divided into five classes: 1st, 
the racc^'orse; 2d, (be war-horse; 3d, the 
coach-horse; 4th, the hooter, and 5ih, the 
pack-horse. 

The race-horse, iq t^ts Olympic games, 
established by HercqleL attracted the ear¬ 
ly atteotion and admiraRyn of tie delighted 
spectators. The locsia sounds—see him 
mounted for the race, with his neat rider, 
decked iq tbe costume of the day, champing 
the foaming bit, straining upon tbe start, 
and eiliibiting his herculean powers, his 
foot and button), and gaining the prize. 
Mark the delighted victor, with his frieuds, 
rending the skies with their shouts ofjuy, 
and treating them with the nectar of the 
gods—which at the present day, ia not to 
be had; but for which, at Canton, the sport¬ 
ing winners substituted tbe generous ma- 
deira and the foaming champagne; whose 
names (Sewell and Sleeper,) I record, that 
their ooblc example may be nobly followed. 

What figure would the mule cut? 

The buglo sounds—then comes the war- 
horse of the same noble blood; for the turf 
is admitted to be (he nursery fur the cav¬ 
alry; and in this country, bisected, as 
it is, by noble streams, the cavalry, 
mounted with rilles, under (he auspices 
of the immortal Jackson, moving xvith 
their known celerity, would form one 
strong arm of the nation—and by their ve¬ 
locity, would possess an ubiquity that would 
enable them to meet ao invading foe at 
every pnint, protecting our happy shore, 
and perpetuating those liberties acciired by 
our great charter—sealed with the blood of 
our patriots^ and recorded in tbe blood of 
our heroes and the ,great Lafaytlle. The 
early use of the cavalry stands recorded in 
tbe charge of Coostaiitius on the squadron 
of his bother Constantioe, and throwing him j 
off the saddle, in his attempt to supplant 
him in his government. 

I ask again, “what a figure would mules 
cut?” 

The bugle sounds—then comes the 

chariot-horses, neatly caparisoned_fixed 

to the chariot, with the proud charioteer, 
neatly dressed, prepared and used in war, 
and so celebrated in Ihe Olympic games, 
with which their patrons of antiquity were 
so tielighted, and Horace ao elegantly 
describes, that I will give it in his own 
words: 


“Sunt quos ciirrlciito, pulverem Ol 3 mpiciim, 
Cotligese Jiivut, nietaqiie fcrviclls, 

F.vltata rotis, pulmaque nobilis, 

Terrarum Duminns, evahit ad Deos.” 

[Translated thus by R. JF.) 

'With joy some boast the 'lympic dust to hurl. 
With glowing wheels to graze the winning 
goal; 

And victors, gain the prize, the golden palm. 
For which a seat among the gods they claim.’ 

What a pretty figure would the mole cuir 
Next comes the high-bred hunter, pre¬ 
pared for the chase—his master neatly 
mounted, with a hornrSummons the deep- 
tnned hounds to join him in the chase. 
Mark the hunter’s agile footsteps, aod with 
what CBUlioo he steps among the hounds, 
the companions of his sport; the fox unken- 
nolled, see bow he leaps over hedges and 
ditches, steering his course by the cry of 
the hounds. On a loss, mark his still and 
listening attitude—and on a recovery, see 
bow keenly he again pursues the cry of the 
hounds, to be in at tbe death, and crown 
bis master with tbe brush. 

What a pretty figure would the mule cut? 
Lastly, comes the sturdy pack-horse, pre¬ 
pared for the pack, which weighs two hun¬ 
dred and forty weight, or seventeen stone, 
two pounds; and see bow kind and Vapid 
he moves with (his burtheu, aud with ease 
performs bis task to thereat pleasure and 
advantage of his master. 

What a pretty figure would (he mule cut?

LETTERS FROM EUROPE-No.’X. 

Liverpool, 20lh July, 182.5. 

On the fourth side of Ihe area of the 
Liverpool Exchange, siantls the Toner 
Hall, a magnificent edifice, which appears 
to great advantage from Castle-street, but 
almost entirely intercepts the view of the 
pile ID its rear. It is built of tbe same 
materials as the Exchange, and the 
style of architecture is similar. The 
dome is a proud structure, upon the summit 
of which sits Britania, lookiog down upon 
Ihe town. We went through every apart¬ 
ment in this building, from the basement to 
the cupola. In one of the rooms, the May- 
o^ was holding a court, with a crowd of 
both sexes at tlie bar. The suite of apart¬ 
ments on the second floor arc splendidly 
finished, and furnished, and kept in a .state 
of the utmost neatness, the steps and flags 
being rubbed wiili a white cement, and Ihe 
furniture highly pnli.shcd. One of (lie rooms 
is ornamented with full length portraits of 
the two last Georges, and the Duke of 
Clarence, which are said to be good like¬ 
nesses. The hall room is a spacious and 
superb ball, with a lofty and orched ceiling, 
hung with cbaoiielicrs of uncoranion bril¬ 
liancy. 

Our asceot up thodark and winding steps 
to the top of the building was tedious; but 
the prospect well paid us for tlie trouble. 
From this point we had a fine bird’s-eye 
view uf tlie town, its suburbs, harbour and 
the country in the vicinity on the Cheshire 
shore. • Liverpool extends along the .Aler- 
sey for abinit two mites, and is sometliing 
like a mile in breadth. Although it has 
nearly the same population as New Yoik, 
it does not cover ao much ground, the hou¬ 
ses being both hijiher and more compact. 
The former does not show to so good ad¬ 
vantage as thedattcr' from the top of the 
City Hall or tne Hospital, Fewer stee¬ 
ples and turrets arc in sight; and the tall, 
naked chimneys of numerous furnaces, 
emitting volumes of dense smoke together 
with the long red earthen pipes uoiforraly 
crowning (he flues present a novel appear¬ 
ance. To the east lie the villages of Ever- 
ton and Foxteth Park; to the aorlh, the 
entrance of the harbour aod the channel; on 
the west, the Mersey stretches by the town 
and the bills on the Cheshire shore rise in 
the distance with an intervening country 
clothed in green and studded with white 
buildings. The ^>*w is picturesque, but 
inferior to (bat from the state house in 
Boston, sr the Observatory at Portland. 

The prospect towards the sea is by far 
the most interesting, as fleets ore almost 
constantly arriving and departing, freighted 
with no inconsiderable portion of the com¬ 
merce of Great Britain. Nearly one sixth 
ot the whole trade of the country is car¬ 
ried on from this port alone; and the im¬ 
port of some articles, as cotton for instance, 
exceed those of all the rest of tlte kingdom. 
The great amount of business is nwi:ig (o 
the facilities of transportation from the in¬ 
terior of the Island by means of Canals and 
excellent roads. No small proportion of 
the wealth of Liverpool was derived from 
the slave trade, and the town still bears 
one conspicuous relic of the disgraceful 
traffic. The principal place of business is 
called the Goreej a name of African ori¬ 
gin. It should, however, be added, that its 
inhabitants have been among the foremost 
in tbe abolition of (hat trade, which was 
openly denounced as barbarous and horrid, 
in a large public meeting. At a subse¬ 
quent period the contraband trade with 
South America and the Westlmlies was 
extremely lucrative. Fora long lime Liv¬ 
erpool waged a competition with Bristol; 
but the latter has at length been completely 
distanced, and the former is now grappling 
with the metropolis a.s her only rival. 

The public buililings in Liverpool, with 
(lie exception of those above mentioned, 
and the church attached to (he Asrium for 
the Blind, the architecture of which is pure¬ 
ly Grecian, have nothing about them pe- 
culiaily worthy of notice. They are mod¬ 
ern structures, neat, and convenient. Tbe 
pieces of worship are numerous, corres¬ 
ponding with a great variety of sects iu 
religion. St. Nicholas struck us as favour¬ 
ably as any of the churcliea. Its steeple 
fell some yei’rs since, while the bells were 
ringing lor the morning service; the crash 
was tremendous, and upwards of twenty 
children were buried in the ruins. The 
Athenseum is a pretty building of stone, 
two stories high; the lower uno is occu¬ 
pied as a reading room, and (he other as a 
library, which at present contains about 
eleven thousand volumes. We were re¬ 
ceived with much politeness, and many in¬ 
quiries were made about the kindred insti¬ 
tution in New York. Near this is the 
Lyceum, containing about 20,000 volumes. 
Some of the shelves in the gallery are filled 
with paintings of books, xvnicb struck us as 
a novelty, in an institution of this kind. 

The>charitable associations of Liverpool 
are numerous, with a corresponding num¬ 
ber of public buildings. Of these tbe Asy¬ 
lum for the Blind is by far (be most inter¬ 
esting. We attended its church on Sun¬ 
day, and have since visited the buildings 
with which it is connected. It is a splen¬ 
did charity, furnished with .every thing 
which can conduce to (he welfare aod bap 
piness of its unfbrtunate inmates, who are 
at present one hundred and twento in 
number, assembled from all parts of the 


j kingdom. Their skill in various mechani¬ 
cal operations is surprising. Some of the 
j females were sewing, others weaving amt 
j knitting}^ and in one apartnieot, the males 
j were making shoes. These arlicles are 
exposed for gale, for the Benefit of the es¬ 
tablishment. The workmanship is remark¬ 
ably fine particularly the neeille-work.xou- 
sisling chiefly of silk reticules.—But the 
proficiency of the blind ib music, aston- 
isheil us above all, Tliey chanted Ihe 
psalms for the tlay of the month on Monday, 
in full chorus without missing a word or -j, 
note, and their responses throughout weru 
perfect. AVehavu since heard them por- 
forra some of the most complex and difficult 
pieces of Ilandell and Haydn, in a master¬ 
ly manner. The music hall has a good 
organ, and is filled with pianoes. O.t its 
walls are inscribed, in letters of gold the 
names of the benefactors of tbe institiitioo, 
with the amount of legacies ,snd dcnaliims. 

On Thursday afternoon, the fashionable 
day, we visited the Botanic Garden, at the 
distance of a mile from the Exchange. It 
was at this season in full bloom. The 
grounds contain an/area of between four 
and five acres, tastefully laid out, and fill¬ 
ed with trees, shrubs and plants from eve¬ 
ry quarter of the Globe, Us oenlly gravel¬ 
led walks are completely oveihuiig wiili 
shades of every variety, ami furnish a 
charming proraenaile. In niic part of the 
garden is a little lake, wliete the w.alec 
lily was seen in Iflooin. An excellent 
band of music occupied a central position, 
and the mellow note stole tiirniigh (he al¬ 
coves of this charming: retreat. Theru 
were perhaps three or four hutidred ladies 
and gentlemen in the garden, promenadin'^ 
in all directions. On every Thursday iT- 
ternoon, tlte first families in town are ac¬ 
customed to assemble at this place to recre¬ 
ate thcraselve.s with a wa'k, mtt*ip.,and con¬ 
versation. It is a custom worthy of imi¬ 
tation, being equally conducive to health 
and sociability. I hone the example will 
be followed in New York, if the project 
of a Botanic Garden shall be canied inti 
execution. 'I’he strictest Tuleoitre enfor¬ 
ced, respecting admissions, and for tha 
preservation of the plants. We have hail 
an opportun'viy of seeing much of (he beau¬ 
ty, taste and iasbion of the town. But as 
bas been already remarked, the're is so 
strong a resemblance in dress ami mam era, 
that one would hardly be able to diftin- 
gnish this collection of people from .si, as¬ 
sembly of ladies and gentlemen in New 
York. 

The theatre in this town does not at pres¬ 
ent offer many attractions. It is smaller 
than the Park Theatre, but fiiiislied io luucli 
the same style. There is iio peculiarity 
in the audience. Most of the ladies sit in 
the pit, and juding from our limited expe¬ 
rience, (here is “a beggarly account of 
empty boxes.” The acting is of an infe¬ 
rior kind, wilboiit one star to dazzle and 
delight. Miss Foote i« expected here in a 
few days. She was |,laying at Dublin when 
we passed, but no couvenient opportunity 
was afforded to see her. There Was a 
partial riot on one evening; some applau¬ 
ded, others hissed, and she fainted in liio 
uproar. Her acting is not highly spoken 
of; and Ihe curiosity to seo her is io a great 
measure factitious. She is said to be ex¬ 
tremely handsome. 

There arc fcverai minor theatres, anti 
rarce shows io abundance in this town. 
We were not a little amused iu passing 
through one of the streets, to see Ihe pic¬ 
ture ofan'American giant,’ so called, cuo- 
trasted with Napoleon. He has been 
christened‘Lainbier,’probably of the Lam¬ 
bert family, and is said to be ^upwards of 
seven feet high. As suCb a geollemau bad 
never been heard of in our country, we re¬ 
sisted the music of a band organ, and did 
not think proper to pay a shilling forliie 
acquaintance. Iu the street opposite my 
window, at the King’s Arms is a curious 
sign labelled 'Eidouphnzicon? Notwith- 
slaniling a slight acquaintance with the dia¬ 
lects, the application of (he term at first 
puzzled me. But every night basiuroish- 
a delinitiun. It points to no exhibition of 
natural scenery and natural phenomena. 
Regularly at 10 o’clock, they come to ‘the 
thunder storm’and 'the .shipwreck.’ There 
is a tremeodous beating of lib pans, aud the 
natleriug of peas for rain and hail, Wu 
have only to look from the casement, to 
enjoy the confusion of elemenis—such as 
they are. From this sketch, il will be per¬ 
ceived that public amusemeuta are mucli 
the same here as with us. 

Among other public places, we have been 
through the several markets. Tbe princi¬ 
pal one is a stupendous pile, said to be Ibn 
largest structure in the kingdom. It id 
built of brick, with tiva spacious avenues 
leading from end to enu, on tbe tides of 
wbicli the articles are neatly displayed. 
There Is an abundant supply of meals, fish« 
vegetables and fiuils, with the usual varie¬ 
ty of miscellaneous commodities. The 
salmon from ihe Dee and (ha turbot are of 
an excellent quality.

It is rarely, that we hear of flying qiiaJ- 
rnpeds, or reptiles without wings mounting 
high in air.

To procure any number of Arabian 
Jacks from tbeir native country, is hardly 
practicable at the present time. Egypt 
has been celebrated by Sonpini and other 
travellers, for superb Jacks of the Arabian 
breed, which probably has been often im¬ 
proved by (hose introduced by (be Pilgrims 
from Mecca. I apprehend no great diflS* 
culty in obtaining them from that country. 
There is, however, no question but the 
Maltese Jacks are of the Arabian race 
more or less degenerated. The most of 
those brought to this coonlrj that I have 
seen, were selected on account of tbeir sice, 
and had been used to tbe dreugbt. 1 ehould 
recommend tbe selection of those that are 
esteemed most suitable fur tbe saddle, as 
likely to possess greaterpurity of blood. A 
Jack of this kind was, a number of years 
since, imported from Gibraltar, that had' 
been selected by a British officer at Malta; 
and very much resembled the Knight of 
Malta described by Mr. Custii. 1 found 
upon a csrofat examiostion, that ha.differed 
but little from tbe dcKription I bad heard 
and read of (be true Arabian nca; indeed 
1 could dittover some proninant point'a 
and msrkf, (hat agreed wilh those found, 
by profaseor Pallas, to belong to the Bs- 
taioMua or wiki mule of Mongalia. From 
this Jack I have bred a alo^, out of a larga 
Spanish JennttI of the Andalvsian hfcedj 


that correspond very minutely with Mr. 
(vustls’s description of Compound bred by 
General Washington, and alao a mtde (bat 
how, not three years old, stands fifteen 
hands, and has other points of great pro¬ 
mise. 

Such have been the ravages of war and 
anarchy in Spain for a long time past, that 
the fine race of Jacks that country onco 
possessed have become almost extinct. In 
Majorca and probably some part of the 
coast of Spain opposite, the large breed 
may be obtained; and there formerly was 
a superior race in Andalusia, which it is 
hoped have been preserved. Crosses on 
one of these breeds by the Arabian or MaU 
lest, I consider indispensable to furni.sh a 
race of Jacks for (he production of the most 
desirable mules, uniting (he weight snd 
bone ofjone, with (he spirit and vigour of 
the other; although (heir height will in a 
great measure depend on the mares, yet if 
sired by full blooded Maltese Jacks, (heir 
limbs are (00 slender and their pasterns 
too long for heavy draught; but for the sad¬ 
dle, especially from blood mares, they era 
admirable, and out of stout mares suitable 
for light carrioges. 

My attention iiss been bat lately direc¬ 
ted to breeding mules; snd those intended 
only for my own use. Tlie system adopted 
in to halier them at four months, and have 
the males emasculated before six mouthu 
old; which has great influence on tbeir fu¬ 
ture conduct, sod is attended wilh mucK 
less hazard and trouble, than if delayed 
until they are one or two years old, as iu 
the general practice. If they are treated 
gently and fed occasionally out ofthe band, 
wilh corn, potatoes, 8 cc. they soon become 
attached; and when they find that '‘every 
man’s baud is not against them,” will have 
no propensity to direct their heels againat 
himi^and soon forget (hey have the power. 

In winter they should be tied up in separ¬ 
ate stalls, and often rubbed down. B 7 
such treatment there is not more danger oE 
having a vicinus mule than a vicious borso 
—and I am decidedly of opinion, that a 
high spirited mule su managed and well 
broke, will nut jeopardize the lives or limbs 
of meo, women, or children by aoy mean* 
so much as a high spirited horse, howsver 
well he may have been trained. 

The longevity of the mule hat become so 
proverbial, that a purchaser seldom inquires 
his age. Pliny gives an acconnt of one, 
taken from Grecian hiatory, that was eiA- 
ty years old; and (hough past labour lot- 
towed others that ivcre carrying inateriali 
(0 build the temple of J/inervaat Atbens, 
and seemed to wish to assist them; wbiclx 
so pleased the people, that they ordered ha 
should have free egress to the grain mar¬ 
ket. Dr. Rees mentions two that wera 
seventy years old in England. I saw my¬ 
self in the West Indies, a mule perform 
his task in a cane mill, that his owner as¬ 
sured me was forty years old. I now own

He informed 
me a few days since, (hat he could not 
perceive the leant failure in him, and would 
not exchange him fiir any farm horse in tba 
country. And I am just informed, from a 
source entitled, to perfect confidence, that 
a highly res;pectable gentleman and emi¬ 
nent agriculturist, near CtnlrevilU, 00 tba 
Easter’u shore of Maryland, owns a mule, 
that \slhirtyjiue years old, as capable oE 
l*,oour es at any former period.'
